The speaker took the chair promptly at 
fouro’clock. The chamber at the time was 
packed to the very extreme limit of its capac- 
ity, and every door-way showed the hall-ways 
crammed with people, all craning to see and 
to hear. The weather at this time suddenly 
changed. Theclouds lowered and thunder 
washeard. Nevertheless the mass of people 
outside increased and became denser. Cath- 
olic priests were conspicuously numerous in 
the crowd, and no less than _ thirty-five 
branches of London evangelists of the Irish 


National league were represented by fall 
deputations, whose identity was easily estab- 
lished, even at a distance, by their green re- 
galias: Political clubs, beyond numbering, 
were also present to take part in the popular 
demonstration, At four o’clock deputations 
from thirty-two liberal clubs alone had been 
counted in the throng. 
MR. GLADSTONE ON HIS WAY TO THE HOUSE. 
On his way tothe house of commons the 
police bad opened the way for Mr. Gladstone 
to Parliament street, and down that across 
Bridge street to the house. They had to work 
hard to make this passage way, and harder 
yet tokeepitopen. Mr. (iladstone went ino 
anopen carriage, and his appeagance was 
greeted with deafening cheers. The enthusi- 
asm ofthe people all the way from the door 
of his house to the common’s entrance was 
spontaneous and thrilling. It vented itself at 
the beginning of the journey ina roar of ap- 
plause. hearty and great enough to make most 
statesmen dizzy, and when the whole: im- 
mense multitude caught the signal, one tre- 
mendous, long sustained cheer was sent up, 
the like of which was never before heard in 
London, and which was plainly audible in the 
house. The cheering continued until long 
after Mr. Gladstone entered the parliament 
building. 

ARRIVAL AT PARLIAMENT. 
Within the buildings the prime minister's 
reception, though less demonsirative, was 
equally enthusiastic with that he just had 
without. He was apparently in the best of 
spirit and bowed right and left to his acquaint- 
ances as he passed them. 
As soon as the usual formalities attending the 
opening of parliament were over it was voted 
to postpone the reading and answering of all 
questions on notice papers. Alardiy had this 
been done when, at 4.30 p. m., Mr. Gladstone 
entered the house. His entrance was followed 
by loud and prolonged cheers, which were con- 
tinued for several minutes. Among the liber- 
als and Parnellites the wildest enthusiasm pre- 
vailed, and it is safe to say that nosuch ascene 
was ever witnessed before the house of com- 
mons. 

MR. GLADSTONE SPEAKS. 

As soon as the cheering had ceased Mr. 
Gladstone rose and moved fer permission to 
intreduce a bill to amend previous legislation 
and to make provision for the future govern- 
mentof Ireland. Following are portions of 
his speech: 
“I could wish that it had been possible to 
expound tothe house the whole policy and 
intentions of the government with reference 
to Ireland. Although the questions of reform 
in the tenure of land and the Irish govern- 
ment are so closely and inseparably connected, 
it is yet impossible to undertake the task of 
elucidating both questions together. Ido not 
know of apy previous task laid upon me in- 
volving so diversified an exposition. In con- 
templating the magnitude of this task I am 
filled with painf}! distrust, but that mistrust is 
absorbed in the feeling of responsibility 
that will be upon me if I should 
fail to bring home to the public mind the 
magnitude and various aspects of the question. 
Weshould no longer fence or skirmish with 
this question. [Loud cheers.] We should 
comé to close quarters with it. [Cheers.] We 
should get at the root of it. We should take 
means not merely intended for the wants of 
today or wmorrow, but should look into the 
distant futu:e, We have arrived ata stage in 
our political wansactions with Ireland when 
the two roads part, one from the other, not 
soon, probably, » meet again. The time is

The speaker said he would now pass to the 
plan how to give Ireland a legislature to deal 
with Irish, as distinguished from imperial, af- 
fairs. [Hear] He was confronted at the out- 
set with what he felt to be & formidable dilen- 
ma. Ireland wasto have a domestic legisla- 
tore for Irish affairs. That was his postalate 
from which he set out. Were the Irish members 
and Irish representatives and peers in either 
bouse, to continue to form a part of represen- 
tative assemblies? The speaker thought it 
weuld be perfecfly clear that if Ireland was 
to bave a domestic legislatare, Irish 
peers and Irish representatives could not come 
to parliament to control English and Scotch 
affairs, [{Cheers.] Then with regard to the 
question whether Irish representatives should 
come to the bouse of commons for the settle- 
ment of imperial affairs, he thought that could 
not be done. He had, therefore, arrived at 
the conclusion that Irish members and Irish 
peers ought not to sit in the palace of West- 
mwipster. [Ob! Ob! and cheers.]. If Irish 
wembers were not to sit in the house of com- 
mons Irish peers ought not to sit in the other 
house of parliament. [{Hear! Hear! and oh!]}”’ 
How were the Irish people to be taxed if they 
bad legislators in both countries? He believed 
Great Britain would nevcr impose upon I[re- 
land taxation without representation, and 
added: “If we were to have taxation without 
representation then there would come another 
question which would raise a practical difficul- 
ty, and that is,are we to give up that fiscal 
unity of the empire?” 

He did not think by giving up the fiscal 
unity of the empire they were giving up the 
unity of the empire. He, however, stood up 
on the substantial ground that to give up the 
fiscal unity of the empire would be a public in- 
convenience and misfortune. It would’ bea 
great misfortune for Ireland. He conceived that 
one escape from that dilemma would be such 
an arrangement as would give the imperial gov- 
erpment authority to levy customs duties 
and such excise duties as were imuaediately 
connected with the customs. The conditions 
of such an arrangement were: First, that the 
general power of taxation over 
and above these particular duties 
shouid pass unequivocally into the hands of a 
domestic legislature in Ireland. Secondly, that 
the proceeds of customs and excise should be 
held for the benefit of Ireland and for the dis- 
charge of the obligations of [reland, and the 
payment of the balance, after these obligations 
bad been discharged, should be entered into 
the Irish exchequer, and be for the free dis- 
posal of the Irish legislative body. The gov- 
ernment bill provided for this, and the bill 
bas provided that representatives of Ireland 
should longer sit in the house of commons or 
Irish peers in the house of lords. But at the 
same timethey would have the rightof ad- 
dressing the crown and possess all coustitu- 
tional rightsthey held now. [“Oh!”and cheers. } 
It would, therefore, relieve members from 
attendance at Westminster. 

The next subject he had to approach was 
that of the composition of the proposed legisla- 
tive body. The bill proposed to introduce two 
orders, who would sit and deliberate together, 
with the right of voting separately on any oc- 
casion and on the demand of either body 
which should beable to interpose a veto on 
any measure fora limited time, either until 
dissolution or for three years. The orders 
would be constituted as follows: First. there 
were twenty-eight representatives and peers 
who could not continue to sit in the house of 
lords fafter the representatives of the Irish 
people left the house of commons. They 
would have the option of sitting as a 
portion of the first order in the Irish 
parhament, with the power of sitting for Ife. 
Some people thought that option was not likely 
to be largely used, but the speaker was not of 
that number. [‘‘Hear! hear!”} He proposed 
that with 280 peers nowin the house of lords 
there sheuld sit seventy-five representatives 
elected by the Irish people. With regard ° to 
the powers of election the constituency would 
be composed of occupiers of the: value of 
twenty-five pounds and upwards, and they 
would be elected for ten years. The property 
qualification of these representatives would be 
200 pounds annual value on a capital value of 
4,000 pounds. 

Mr. Gladstone then said he proposed that 
a hundred and one Trish mem- 
bers in the house of commons should 
be members of the Irish parliament, and whilst 
the first order of the legislative body would 
consist of 103 members, the second order would 
consist of 206. 

It was proposed to retain the viceroy, but he 
would not be the representative of a party or 
quit office with the outgoing government. The 
queen would be empowered to delegate to him 
any prerogatives she now enjoyed or would en- 
joy. The religious disability now existing 
which makes Roman Catholics ineligible to 
office, would be removed. "The proportion of 
imperial burdens which he had to propose that 
Ireland should bear was as one to four- 
teen. He thought that the new Irish 
parliament ought to start with a balance to its 
credit; that the only fund that it would have, 
if left alone, would be the solitary 20,000 
pounds from the Irish church funds. He 
knew no way of providing the necessary 
money except by carving it out of this year’s 
budget, and he proposed that in future Ire- 
land should pay one-fifteenth towards the im- 
perial expenditures. He went on to speak of 
how much Ireland would gain by exporting 
spirits to Great Britain and how much Great 
Britain would lose to Ireland by the flow ef 
money from one to the other. As the result 
of careful inquiry he stated with confidence, 
not as an actual demonstration, but as a 
matter of certainty. With regard to the far 
greater portion that the Irish 
would gain from Great Britain, the’sum would 
amount to no less total than 1,400,000 pounds 
perannum. Hethen entered into an elabo- 
rate calculation of the total income and ex- 
penditure of Ireland, in the course of which 


he stated that the total charge to Ireland, as 


an imperial contribution, he put at 3,242,000 
pounds per annum. He estimated the, total 
expenditure of Ireland, including the payment 
as a sinking fund for the Irish portion of the 
national debt, at 7,936,000 pounds per annum. 
Against that there was a total income of 8,359,- 
000 pounds, or a surplus to the government of 
404,000 pounds.

ENTHUSIASTIC CHEERS. 

Mr. Gladstone resumed his seat amid bursts 
of enthusiastic cheers, which were sustained 
for several minutes, Mr. Gladstone’s speech 
was three hours and twenty-five minutes in 
duration. He finished at eight o’clock. 

TREVELYAN SPEAKS. 

When the applause had subsided, George 
Otto Trevelyan, who recently resigned the po- 
sition of secretary for Scotland, arose. After 
eulogizing Mr. Gladstone’s speech, Mr. Trevel- 
yan proceeded to say he interposed thus early 
in the debate in order to explain the reason 
for bis resignation. He _— resigned 
with extreme compunction and re- 
gret, although the step, when 
formally decided on was taken neither with 
doubt as toits propriety, nor witha the least 
hesitation. He had joined the cabinet because, 
as he considered, at the time,to lave remained 
outside would have been tantamount to a con- 
fession that the liberal party was a home rule 
party. This wasa confession which he should 
never be willing to make. Hecould never 
consent to such a scheme as Mr. Gladstone had 
proposed. He had done his best 
te - prevent the liberals from iden- 
tifying ‘themselves with what he regarded as 
neither for the welfare or benefit of the coun- 
try. Not longer ago than last June the whole 
cabinet was of the same opinion as himself 
W bat was it, he would like to know, that had 
happened since then to change them? The 
only security, he urged, that parliament would 
have. aecording to Mr. Gladstone’s plan,for the 
money they would be called upon to vote for 
the purchase of Irish landiord estates, would 
be the willingness of Irish farmers to keep up 
their payments. How much dependence could 
| be placed on that? 

The speaker at this pomt interrupted Mr. 
Trevelyan and rewinded him no land bill had 
yet been submitted to parliament. Mr.Trevelyan 
acknowledged the correction and proceeded 
with his speech by asking: “How long would 
it be, if the measure that has been submitted 
should become a law, before the Irish contribu- 
tion to the imperial exchequer would be de- 
nounced by the Irish and reprobated as English 
tribute? For my part, I have no hesitavion in 
saying I think acomplete separation of Ireland 
from Great Britain would be preferable to tne 
plan of goverpment that has just been pro- 
posed. We #hould then know the worst at 
once. As an‘alternative schemer, Mr. Treve- 
Jyan said, he-would propose that the execution 
of law and the maintanence of order should be 
maintained in the hands of the government. 
Then he would propose the creation of certain 
local bodies, which should be composed of 
members freely elected. These bodies should 
be entrusted with and held responsible for 
many of the subordinate functions of the 
government, such as providing for education, 
supcrintending the details of local government, 
providing for the relief of the poor, and so 
forth. 

MR. PARNELL SPEAKS, 

At the conclusion of Mr. Trevelyan’s speech 
Mr. Parnell arose and was received with 
cheers by the Irishimembers. He congratulat- 
ed Mr. Trevelyan on having, like the French 
general who had unsuccessfully defeated Paris, 
bis own plan—a plan, however, which did not 
seem to awaken much enthusiasm in the 
house. Mr. Trevelyan, he said, had stated 
why he had left the government, but not why 
he had resigned his post as chief secretary. 
(Cheers from the Irish benches. |} 


Mr. Parnell then went on to justify his past 
utterances and action, which had been im- 
pugned by Justice Trevelyan. Speaking of 
America and the assassination literature which 
came from America, he said that the most of 
that literature was neither American nor Irish 
literature. “If Mr. Trevelyan,” hecontinued, 
“were to study the literature of America at 
this'moment he would find that sympa- 
thy for a just settlement ofthe grievances of 
the Irish by the concession of a domestic leg- 
islature is shown by all classes, whether Irish 
or native-born Americans, and more 
especially that native-born Americans 
are welcoming the efforts of Mr. Gladstone in 
the belief that they will bring peace between 
England and Ireland, and more especially be- 
tween Jrish-Americans and England. Itisa 
1emarkable fact that the great meetings now 
being held in favor of an Irish legislature are 
mainly called and organized by native born 
Americans; by editorsand conductors of Irish- 
American newspapers. We regard the fact 
that during the last five or six months we have 
succeeded in entirely gaining the sympathy of 
the two great parties: in America, democrats 
and republicans, as good men for the future. 
[Cheers. ] 

THE PREMIER COMPLIMENTED. 

As to the bill before the house, while re- 
serving his full expression of opinion until he 
had seen the fact that fhere was still living an 
English statesman who could devote his atten- 
tion to this important matter, and begged to 
thank Mr. Gladstone for what would not only 
prove a béneficial measure from an Irish poiat 
of view, but which he (Mr. Parnell) believed 
would be found to be of equal benefit to Eng- 
jand, the bill, nevertheless, contained blots 
which Irish representatives would do their 
best to remove. 

One of them was found in the financial pro- 
posals of the bill, which he regarded as very 
unfavorable to Ireland, especially in regard to 
Irish tribute to the imperial exchequer. He 
also complained of the proposition relative to 
the orders intended toconstitute the Irish 
parliament on the ground that the first order 
corsisting of peers not subject to the influence 
ofa pepular vote, would havethe power of 
hanging up measures demanded by the people 
and their representatives for two 
or three years. On the whole, 
however, apart from these defects, 
he believed the bill would be cheerfally ac- 
cepted by the Irish people and their represen- 
tatives as a satisfactory solution of the long 
standing dispute between the two-countries, 
and as tending to prosperity and peace in 
Ireland and to the satisfaction of Eagland. 
[Cheers.] ; 

David Robert Plunket, conservative mem- 
ber for Dublin university, said the bill was one 
that went much further than what was usually 
spoken ofas “the repeal of the anion,” aad he 
predicted that public opinion would regard the 
measure With consternation and alarm. He 
felt assured, however, that the bill, which was 
practically one for the creation of a parliament 
of national leagues, ‘would never be passed. 
[Opposition cheers.) : oe

MR. GLADSTONE LEAVES THE HOUSE. 

Mr. Gladstone left the house ten minutes 
after concluding his speech. He was affected 
by the reaction after the intense excitement of 
the day, and was obliged to retire to rest 
dinner. : 

THE GREAT CLOCK STOPS, 

Among the incidents of this eventful day, it 
is reported that the enormous clock, to which 
England’s giant bell rings the time in Victoria 
tower, op the southwest corner of the parlia- 
ment buildings, stopped this afternoon. Its 
stoppage was noticed by crowds in the streets, 
who depended on its tones for knowing the 


time of day, and was regarded by thousands as 


an occurrence of illomen. The rain in the 
evening became a steady downpour, and after 
Mr. Gladstone passed into the commons, the 
crowds,which had been so dense as to actually 
at times stop the progress of his car- 
riage, rapidly melted away and disappeared 
entirely within a half hour after Mr. Gladstone 
began his speech. 
THE JAM IN THE HOUSE. 

At this time all outside was devoid of ex- 
citement, while the chambers of the house 
were in a perfect «univer. Before the speaker 
entered, the floor of the house, lobbies, stair- 
ways and galicries were all in possession of a 
mob of gentle and aristocratic people, strug- 
gling for places to hear and see the orator of 
the day. There were fifty times as many 
persons engaged in this struggle as could pos- 
sibly be accommodated, and in the surge 
bishops, peers and plenipotentiariesfran foal of 
commecners, reportersand people of every sort. 
[In one group were seen at one time the Greek 
ambassador, United States Minister Phelps, 
Cardinal Manning, Editor Burnand, of Panch, 
the Japanese ambassador and Michael Davitt. 
These six were jammed in the struggle aboat 
the door of tbe speaker’s gallery. They were 
rescued, and after being marched and counter- 
marched about the lobby into an outer lobby 
and back again, were finally enabled to get to 
the places secured for them by another door. 
Several] score of noblemen asserted their priv- 
ileges too boisterously and had to be checked 
by policemen. Every square foot of space in 
the galleries held human beings. The prince 
of Wales, bis son, Prince Albert Victor, the 
cuke of Cambridge, Prince Christian and 
Minister Phelps occupied seats during the 
speech in the front row of the feers’ 
gallery, Mr. Phelps sitting beside 
Prince Christian. A large number of the 
members of the house of commons who were 
unable, because of its inadeyuate capacity to 
accommodate the whole membership, to obtain 
places on the floor had to jam the galleries. 

THE FULL-THROATED CHEER. 

During a momentary lull in the confasion 
of cheers, the house was suddenly startled by 
a wildecry. It came from the throats of those 
who were first to catch the sight of Mr. Glad- 
stone gliding toward his seat from behind the 
speaker's chair. The Irish members sprang to 
their feet as one man, and for several minutes 
the uproar of enthusiastic applause continued. 
The full-throated Irish cheer that T. P. 
© Connor had feared interloping tories might 
deprive of half of its power was re- 
peated till the whole building seemed 
to reverberate with it. When 
Mr. Gladstone rose to speak, his voice was at 
first inaudible to the reporters, but it soon be- 
came clear, full and round as that of a man in 
the prime of life. During the progress of his 
statement of the features of his bill, there was 
little or no demonstration of friendship or hos- 
tility from either part of the house. This part 
of the oration was admirably cold, precise, 
methodical. and irstructive. Occasionally, 
however. the Parnellites gave a vigorous cheer 
when some sentiment was expressed which 
they could re-echo, Now and then a likewise 
audible sign of dissent came from the conserv- 
ative benches. But for most partthe argu- 
ments were heard in silence. 

PRONOUNCED A GREAT SPEECH. 

Persons who heard Mr. 
Gladstone on former great occa- 
sions are comparing his spee*h tonight 
with his other great speeches. Kt is generally 
admitted that in lucidity of statement and argu- 
mentative power his speech tonight was quite 
the’equal of any of his finest previous orations 
After Mr. Gladstone’s speech the house rapidly 
thinred ontand forthe next two hours the 
contrast was striking. During Trevelyan’s 
speech the house gradually filled up again. 
Trevelyan’s speech was received by all sides 
in silence, which was broken only by an oc- 
casiona) outburst of cheers from the Parnell- 
ites. Mr. Parnell, on the other hand, was lis- 
tened to with wrapt attention, and his speech 
left on his andience the impression that he 
was ready to accept the leading proposals of 
the Gladstoné bill. The Parnellites warmly 
applauded him when he referred to Mr. Glad- 
stone as ‘‘the only English statesman living 
who was lending his voice in favor of poor, 
helpless Ireland.” = 

The cabinet has been summoned to meet on 
Friday. 

COMMENT OF THE PRESS. 

LONDON, Friday morning, April 9.—The 
Morning Post (conservative) sa7zs: 

Mr. Gledstone’s speech was a great oratorical 
effort, wanting none of the fire and little of the 
vigor which in past times electrified riiament; 
put friends and foes alike are astonished at the 
crudity of the plan, and we perhaps donot errif we 
say that, with the exception of the Parnellites, 
there are not twenty members whe 
sre not bewildered as to how such 
ascheme conid seriously be proposed. Forcu- 
nately there ix not the remotest chance that any 
— sebeme will receive the sanction of partia- 
ment.

How the scheme will fare in its progress through 
the commons it is difficult to forecast. It is full of 
controversial matter, more especially in respect to 
the constitution of the proposed parliament and 
the financial arrangement between England and 
Ireland. but in its broad principlasit is calculated 
to allay the fearstso sedulously excited, and will 
prepare the public mind fora calm and rational 
covsideration of one of the greatest problems ever 
presented.

LIFTING THE BARRIER.

the judiciary committee of the house 

to report favorably the bill of Mr. Culbersoa, 
of Texas, reopening the court of claims to 
claimants of property seized by United States 
authorities under the captured and abandoned 
property act. There is now in the treasury 
about eleven million dollars representing the 
proceeds of sales of such property which was 
seized in all parts of the south. In most cases 
the name of thejowner and locality.is recorded 
with the value of the property. Whereas 
name was not ascertained a full description of 
the property and locality is preserved. This 
money has been in the treasury ever since the 
warand cannot be appropriated to any uss 
except to repay the original owners. 

They were allowed to sue in the court of 
claims during the first two years after the 
war. One of the first suits brought was 
thrown out because it was proven that 
the plaintiff was not loyal. This decision dig- 
couraged nearly all the other claimants, 
Nearly everyone of thém had sympathized 
with the confederacy and thought it useless 
to sue if disloyalty to the union was a bar to 
recovery. The case alluded to was appealed 
to the supreme court of the United States, and 
after a lapse of three years that court reversed 
the decision of the court of claims by declar- 
ing that a proof of loyalty was not necessary 
to the recovery of the property seized under 
the captured and abandoned property act. 
The supreme court held that Andrew John- 
son’s amnesty proclamation had cured disloy- 
alty in all cases similar to that appealed from 
the court of claims. This decision would have 
been followed by many suits, but the pre- 
scribed time for bringing action had expired. 
Mr. Culberson’s bill is to restore all claimants 
of this species of property to the position they 
occupied when the court of claims made disloy- 
alty a bar to recovery. The bill is virtually to 
give effect to the decision of the supreme 


court. 
REMOVING RE#“TRI« TIONS. 


The judiciary committee also agreed to re- 
port favorably the billof Mr. Oates, of Ala- 
bama, repealing the restrictions as to pension 
which rests on soldiers of the Mexicin and 
Indian wars who served in the confederate 
army. 

DEFEAT OF THE BLAND BILL. 

The house has disposed of the silver question 
for this session at least. Since the session be- 
gan there has beena remarkable growth of 
sentiment among the members in favor of sil- 
ver. Had free coinage been proposed at the 
opening ofthe session it would hardly have 
received fifty votes in the house. To-day it 
came within thirty-eight votes of a majority 
and its advocates far outnumber those who 
voted for Dibble’s amendment looking to a sus- 
pension of silver coinage. The only Georgia 
members voting against free coinage were 
Messrs. Blount, Norwood and Tarner. The 
entire delegation voted against prospectiVé 
suspension. 

THE INSULTED MINISTER. 

The principal topic at the cabinet meeting 
today was the alleged indignity to the Chinese 
minister, at the hands of the collector and sur- 
veyor of the port of San Francisco. Secretary 
Bayard expressed his indignation at the re- 
ported action of these officials. He said he 


| had sent to them a special request that the 


Chinese minister should, on his arrival there, 
receive their attention and courtesy, and that 
he could not construe the action of the collec- 
tor and surveyor otherwise than as a deliber- 
ate indignity to the minister. Secretary Bay- 
ard requested a full investigation, with a view 
to the removal of the official, if his constract- 
tion of their conduct should prove correct. 
Mr. Fairchild, acting secretary of the treasary, 
has telegraphed to San Francisco for 
4 full report of the affair. 
When he receives a reply, the matter will 
again come before the cabinet. Some western 
members say this incident is being exaggerat- 
ed in order to adversely affect any effort fur 
further restrictions on Chinese immigration. 

After giving the opinion of several congress- 
mep, that the policy of the administration 
was the cause of democratic losses in the re- 
cent local elections in the west, the Evening 
Star adds the following, which may or may 
not be significant: 

‘‘There are many who ho'd that both the party 
and their president are in the wrong, inasmuchas 
neither is willing to yield anything to the other. 
They hold that there must be mutual concessions, 
and the party leaders must bring themselves to 
understand that Mr. Cleveland has the party in- 
terests at heart as much as they have, differing 
only as to the bestiplan of guarding them, 
andthe president must learn to look upon the 
party leaders in the same way. They say that it 
is time to stop sulking and to begin some action. 
It is said that Mr Cleveland has come to the con- 
clusion that there is something more than he can 
do for harmony’s sake without breaking his 
promises tothe country, and is willing, a, in 
fact, about totake a step towards the uniting of 
the party. Anintimation comes from very high 
authority, and is talked of to-day, that the presi- 
dent is ready to meet the needs of the party ia 
any way consistent with lis principles, when it is 
settled v hat those needs are.” F. H. R.

At the 
eemetery, Father Clifiord, of Rome,  pro- 
nounce the burial service, and led the 
fratervity at the grave in a solemn praver 
for \he repore ofthe dead. The attendance atthe 
foneral of Mr. O’Neill was one of the largest ever 
seen in Dalton. He was about forty-five years of 
age, of Irish birth. and a life long citizen of Dalton 
Be has Jeft an interesting family, consisting of a 
wife and three chi dren. behind to mourn his loas 
A bostof friends will longremember' Bob O' Neiil’ ! 
as one of the most affable and generous men who 
ever jived in this locality. {t was a remarka- 
ble factthat he always attended every funeral and 
assisted in the burial of every person dying in our 
midst. and he was never known to be absent from 
a fire in  Daiton. He never turned a 
deaf.ear to acase of charity or distress, and his 
pecketbook was always open to the enterprises or 
wants of the city. He was kaown far and wide by 
old and young, by black and white, as a prince of 
courtesy, kindness and liberality. In many re- 
epecte we shall not see again the like of Bob O' Neill 
im Daiton.

HOW TYE FARM IS MANAGED, ‘ 

Mr. Hil] Aves all his business its 
minutest depils’ his personal attention. The 
cere of a)/ work tools and farming imple- 
ments is made a specialty and in the nineteen 
years of bis farm life this bas saved him much 
n oney. Mr. Hill’s plan of raising all farm sup- 
pies—stock of al] kinds not buyivg on credit 
end paying time prices and making as he does 
a great deal of manure and not buying much 
yuano, is the only plan that wil! bring success 
in farming. The reverse course has weil nigh 
bankrupted aljl the planters in our state who 
bave raised cotton to the exclusion of grain 
crops. 

MR. HILL EXPLAINS HIS SUCCESS. 

In answer to a question Mr. Hill said: 

My success may be embraced in these few 
words, rotation, diversification, adaptability 
and diligenee, together with a proper care od 
comfort of both laberers and stock. My first 
sim was to make miy farm self sustaining, rats- 
ing everything such as supplies, forage and 
stock, as My means and surroundings would 
warrant. I arrange so that the cultivated and 
uncultivated crops aiternate each year. The 
lands that are in cultivation one year are 
sown to grain and grasses and clover the fol- 
lowing year or fall. This plan enables me to 
cultivate double the quantity of land, and as 
the land is rendered more fertile, in this wav 
the yield is necessarily greater. Oats being 
one of the principal crops sown, and I may 


in 


add the most remunerating put in after my 


manner of doing so, enables me to make 


twenty bushels with less expense than to make 
one bushel of corn. 


Cotton should bea raised, 
but only so much as to engage his laborers’ 
time when not profitably employed in raising 
f.od crops. 
AS TO THE GRASSES. 
As to whether the grasses and clover are es- 
sential to successful farming, the answer is 
that orchard grass, red “clover and bermuda 
have proven decidedly profitable, my lands 
bemg admirably adapted to the successful 
raising of thesame. 1 donot wish to couvey 
the idea that all of our southern Jands are 
adapted to the raising of the former two, but 
I believe very near all will raise the latter 
successfully. I find only the real mulatto 
Jands, or that witha clay sub-soil only, suita- 
ble, and he who attempts to raise it in any 
«ther Jands without a considerable outlay, will 
find itto result im a failure. Herd grass is 
Well adapted to some of our bottom lands, 
when the same has been properly prepared. As 
for Bermuda, I have about 75 acres well sodd- 
ed, wbich I use exclusively for grazing, the 
va'ue of which is inestimable, and each suc- 
ceeding year [have more appreciation of its 
value. There being no grass that yields a 
greater 4mount of grazing, nor none more nu- 
tritious, pecially when there is 
a suficienr amount of stock 
to kecp the sane short and tender. It is a 
rap'd aud bountift] growth,and the reason it’s 
bot more appreciated by the psople of the 
south for grazing pUrposes is, itis not kept 
short, either by constant grazing or mowing, 
which is absolutely essontial. Two brothers 
of mine, Messrs T. W. ard D. C. H. O'Hare, 
bave each a Jargetract of yurmudaland which 
they are utilizing, by both grazing and culling 
und curing bay, they having cut last season 
150 tons of better hay than covld be had from 
the north or west. Whereas tney once de- 
spised ,burmuda, now they claimthe lands 
upon which it grows are by far the most 
valuable of avy they possess, and could not be 
bought for $25 per acre. \The day is not for 
distant when burmuda laads of the south will 
be by far the most valuablélands we possess.”

Small Silver Certificates. 

The house committee on banking and cur- 
rency has before it a proposition that would 
relieve the people’s pockets of the overweight 
in the shape of large silver coins. No green- 
backs or bank bills are now issued ofa de- 
nomination less than $5, and even five-dollar 
greenbacks are not freely returned to the 
people by the treasury officials. The policy 
seems to be toload the people down with 
silver. Why such a policy, involving great 
inconvenience, has heen adopted, we need 
not stop to discuss. The plain fact remains, 
and it has resulted in no little public incon- 
venience. Why should it be continued and 
intensified ? 

The silver certificates now in circulation 
are all $10 or a multiple of ten. A certifi- 
cate of $1 is as unobjectionable as a certifi- 
cate of $10. As no principle is involved, 
why should not the public convenience be 
consulted? Why should not the former 
supply of small notes be restored through 
the issue of small silver certificates? The 
silver coins are of small denomination, and 
it is fitting and altegether proper and sensi- 
ble that some of the certificates should be 
Both would then be 
adapted to small payments, and the silver 
coinage would fulfill its mission. 

The bill hangs fire in the committee, and 
unless it is reported very soon it will not 
come before the house in time for action. 
The committee on banking and currency 
should at least give the house an opportunity 
to act upon the bill. The smothering of bills 
in the committee room is certainly not the 
best way to dispose of them. The house sits 
in part for that purpose, and if the bill is to 
be killed the house should do it. Let the 
bill come to the surface, so that a vote may 
be recorded upon it. 


‘The Bogus Bonds Again. 

When the republican government of Geor- 
gia was fiddling around and dipping into 
things in the name of John Pope and liberty, 
it concluded to raise the wind by issuing a 
lot of unauthorized and crooked bonds. The 
undertaking was a highly-promising one, 
until Dr. Angier, the republican state treas- 
urer, informed all concerned that he would 
not bea party to such proceeding. There 
was considerable surprise, but no consterna- 
tion, among|those who wanted to raise the 
wind. The making of bogus bonds was an 
industry not to be lightly given up. 

Treasurer Angier continued his protests 
against the bonds, refused to sign them, and 
refused to stamp them with the seal of the 
state. Henry Clews, however, thought he 
was a smarter man than the treasurer, and 
he had no hesitation in placing the bogus 
bonds on the market. Treasurer Angier, in 
order to warn the public, went to New York 
city, printed a history of the bonds in the 
newspapers, aud put everybody on notic® 
that the bonds were bogus and that the state 
was not responsible for their issue. He ad- 
vertised the facts in this country, and in 
Europe, and it cannot be said, with truth, 
that there is an innocent holder of these 
well-advertised bogus bonds. 

Clews, however, succeeded in disposing of 
a number of the bogus bonds in Germany, 
and, from that day to this, these German 
holders have been banging on the ragged 
edge ot hope and despair. They have em- 
ployed able counsel, and this able counsel 
has been engaged for several years in an 
efiort to compel the people of Georgia to pay 
bonds with which they had nothing to do, 
and for which they are not responsible. A 
more hopeless effort was never undertaken— 
and we have no doubt that the German hold- 
ers of the bogus bonds frequently grow 
weary. Probably they have paid out a good 
deal of money in the shape of counsel fees, 
for those who betray a disposition to dance 
to the music that lawyers make must pay the 
pipers. 

We have already printed the current state- 
ments relative to the suit tobe broaght 
against Georgia by the state of Illinois. 
Thoughtful readers need not be told that 
therg is nothing inthem. It may be that 
Illinois is to be used as a calf to compel the 
German cow to give down her mi’k into the 
lawyers’ jugs; but, beyond this, the threat- 
ened suit has no significance. Our own 
opinion is, that the lawyers are entitled to 
all the milk they can gather in this way ; 
but there is no reason why anybody should 
begin to feel nervous when the legal gentle- 
men stick their heads over the fence and 
holler, ‘‘Coe, wench !”’

ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLE. 


The Joint Snake Again. 

TRINITY CoLLEGE, N. C., March 30,— Editors 
Constitution: I wish to say to you a few words 
about the jeint saake, for what has been said in 
your excellent paper isin a great measure incor- 
rect. There isajoint snake. I know of no better 
name for it. I made it a study for twelve years. I 
can find-but little said in our libraries pertaining 
to the reptile. The joint snake is often three feet 
long, of dark brown color, with stripes of green 
and white, shading off to white underneath. I 
never saw one with black and white spots on it, 
The snake does not break on account of being hit 
with a stick. If you will gently place a stick on or 
near its head, the moment it feels itself fast it 
throws itself into coils and breaks into pieces at 
joints and nowhere clse. It breaks square across, 
On one piece there are two Cartitages or bones pro- 
jecting an eighth ofaninchin length, and about 
the same distance apart. On the other piece that 
joined it {there is a tendon of thejsame kind that 
fits in between the other two pieces It you place, 
these two pieces together they remain together and 
look like they had never been separated. There is 
not one particle of blood connected with this pro- 
cess; all whhe aud smooth except as mentioned 
above. 

What I know about them is from observation. I 
have seen dozens of them during the space of 
twelve years. I have repeatedly left the pieces 
w here they broke, marked the spot, and on return- 
ing after a few hcurs, could never find one of the 
pieces again. What became of them? I have made 
several break of a season by putting a rake 
on them near the head. I never saw one 
except in ameadow. On the next year I would 
still find several and make them backagain. I 
never saw one after I letit go, with its tail off either 
that season or any successive one. I never saw one 
v hose tail was not about two thirds of the iength 
ofthe body. Inever saw one in process of healing 
or in the profitable employment of restoring its tail 
by any method of growing or elongation, I have 
seen several stump-tailed lizzards. Joint snakes 
are very timid and will not eometolight. Whilst 
youare abont taking all this in consideration, 
what do you suppose cameof the pieces? What 
became ofthe stump-tailed snake that no person 
ever seesitagain’ You are driven to the necessity 
of saying that its tail, if reproduced, springs forth 
full grown like minerva from Jupiter's brain. 

Otbers may calithe joint snake ahoax if they 
wish to. Gallileo was calied a hoax because he 
adhered to the idea that the ear h revolved on its 
axis.

The McCay-Fry Matter, 

Epitors CONSTITUTION: Iam _ so foreibiy 
impressed with the literal doctrine recently enun- 
ciated by the supreme court of Pennsylvania on 
the conduct of a judge, I cannot but give you a few 
excerpts fromjJudge Paxson’s opinion in vigwof the 
‘‘F%y-McCay sensation,’’ as it is not inaptly termed. 
Whena man wants or accepts judicial position, 
the Pennsylvania supreme court says: 

‘He throws out a challenge to canvass his quali- 
fieations and fitness for that (judicial) position. 
That involved, in the ‘fierce light that beats npon 
the bench,’ not only his official couduct, but gen- 
erally his fitness for the position of judge. In this 
may included many things beyond mere legal 
knowledge. A man may be a very learned lawyer, 
end yet be wholly unfit for judicial station. There 
may be favite of temper, mental idiosyneracies and 
such manver of walk and conversation as a people 
jealous of the reputation of their judiciary would 
never tolerate.” 

Further on Judge Paxson declares: 

“It is now the right and duty of a lawyer to 
bring to the netice of the people every instance 
of which he believes .to be corruption or 
prea. A lawyer, reason of his 
constant intercourse with the court, has 
“girester facilities for forming a correct opinion of 
the character of the judge.”’ .

A'‘THRIVING CAROLINA MART OF 
TRADE, | 


The Advanteges and Business Capabilities of West- 
minster—Ite Triumph Over Adverse Circum- 
stances—Evidences of Thrift—All About 
the Gurrounding Country-—Etc, 


WESTMINSTER, 8S. C., April 8.—[Special.]— 
Among the many towns that have sprung up 
throughout the Piedmont region along the 
Air-Line railroad since its completion thirteen 
years ago, there is perhaps not one.that can 
make a bettershowing than this little town of 
six hundred inhabitants. As wasthe case 
with many of the other towns along this road, 
the land upon which it is built was bought up 


by a company of speculators long before the 
road itself was completed, and the plans for 
the future town all laid while the grounds 
were still covered by the growth of the forest. 
As Westminster had a rivalon each side, 
Toccoa, Ga., eighteen miles distant on the 
est, and Seneca, 8. C., nine miles 
tant on the east, in both which places the 
owners of Westminster lands were interested, 
it seemed to be a part of the programme to 
a these places, as promising large retarns 

r investment, a few years the start. This 
long delay and the uncertainty which hung 
around the exact location of the depot,. 
operated injuriously to the prospects of the 
eve. It led te the building of a temporary 

epot halfa mile from the point afterwards 
selected as a permanent location. 
THE FIRST BUILDINGS. 

A few cheap houses were erected near by 
and a miniature town was begun. The fist 
building was put up by A. Zimmerman, and 
occupied by him as a store and dwelling. Mr. 
Zimmerman was also the first postmaster and 
depot agent of the new towa. 
These offices he continued to hold 
for a number of years, until increasing 
business demanded an official for each place, 
when he retired from both to engage in other 
more lucrative line of business. 

Final)y, in 1877, the owners of the West- 
minster Jands built, as at Toccoa and Seneca, 
a good depot and offered lots for sale. These 
were soon taken at good prices, and houses 
went up in the new part of the town as if by 
magic. From that day until this her progress 
has been rapid, and though by no means havy- 
ing a fair start with her sister towns, she is 
rapidly equaling them in all the elements of 
true prosperity. 

The geographical position of Westminster is 
such as to confer peculiar advantages. Being 
nine miles from the Georgia line, and within 
a four hours’ ride of the great city of 
Atianta, it is sufficiently near that center of 
southern civilization and enterprise to imbibe 
some of herenthusiasm and progress. An- 
other result of this proximity to the empire 
state isthatthe people are better posted in 
Georgia news than they are in matters per- 
taining to their own state. Of course they all 
read THE CONSTITUTION, and this could not 
well be otherwise with so efficient an agent 
canvassing for it as Mr. H, B. Zimmerman. 
More than a hundred copies of the paper pass 
through this office. 

THE DIVIDING RIDGE. 

Westminster is situated directly on the di- 
viding ridge which constitutes the watershed 
between the Seneca and Tugalo rivers.

Extending around 
the town in every Uirection for several miles 
is.a fine agricultural region, well adapted to 
the preduction of cotton and all kindsof grain 
and fruits. Four miles west of Westminster, 
at the junction of Changa and Ramsay’s crt, 
is a fine water power of almost unlinited ex- 
tent. Herecould be had a vol»ie and fall of 
water sufficent to operate Wychinery on a gi- 
gantic scale. Near by i¢fh iron mine, success- 
fully worked -in ¢fe-bellum days, but never 


lies embedded beneath these 

exhaustless supply of ore, 
waiting for the uecessary capital to bring it to 
Timber and stone; adapted to building 
purposes, are pear at hand in immense quane 
tities, and altogetherit would seem that na- 
ture has done everything necessary to mak- 
this a desirable location fur some great me- 
chanical industry. 

THE TRADE OF THE TOWN. 

While general merchandise is the leading 
business of the town, the trade in guano, lum- 
ber and wood constitutes a specialty. Espe- 
clally is this true of the lumber business. It 
has been estimated that as much as five mil- 
lion feet have been shipped from here during 
one year. Another enterprise that has 
done much to advance the prosperity of West- 
mister is a large steam flouring mill, operated 
by Mason & Bibb. It is after the “roller process” 
pattern, and was built last summer by Adin W. 
Gauntt, of Rome City, Indiana. It hasa capac- 

[ty of seventy-five barrels of flour per day, 
and is the only mill of the kind in the upper 
part of the state. : 

In the way of improvements during the past 
year, there is much to boast of in the shape of 
new cottages, but it was left to Colonel R. E. 
Mason, one of the enterprising citizens of the 
place, to build the “Kimball house’ of-the 
town. Itisa very large and beautiful build- 
ing of wood, and cost about six thousand 
dollars. It is situated on a gentile emi- 
nence commanding a good view of the entire 
town and country around. The plan of the 
building was drawn by an Atlanta architect, 
and the work superintended by an Atlanta 
mechanic, Captain Lee Miller. 

HIGH AND DRY. 

Up to four years ago there were several bar- 
rooms in the place, and disorder and drunkenf 
ness were common. The farther sale of 
whisky was then abolished by a special act of 
the legislature, and from that day began an 
era of peace, good order and prosperity 
such as had néver been experienced by 
the people before. The Aime se was 
perceptible and perfect. As a natural conse- 
quence of this, the cause of education has flour- 
ished, and Westminster has become the centre 
of and large a prosperous school. About eighty 
pupils have been enrolled during the present 
session, avd the old academy having become 
too small for the increasing patronage of the 
school, arrangements are being made for the 
erection of a larger and better a sg The 
church advantages are equal to those of educa- 

tion. The Baptists, Methodists and Presby- 
terians bave each commodious and comfortable 
church buildings, all comparatively new. In 
fine, good school and churches, pure water and 
a healthy climate, together with a compara- 
tive freedom from the evils of intemperance, 
are come of the advantages which this town 
offers to those seeking a new home.

A MIRACULOUS FOUNTAIN. 


The Discovery of a Spring Which Has Won- 
derful Curative Properties. 
ASHEVILLE, N.C., April 8.—A curious spring 
bas been discovered in Ashe county. In July, 1885, 
a woodcutter told the lad who accompanied him 
to search the neighborhood for a spring, as the 
water carried from their home was too warm to be 
refreshing. Following the stream by the roadside, 
the boy reacbed a puint where the stream made a 
sort of horseshoe curve as it again came out by the 
roadsid@, This spot was a tangled mass of. briers 
and overhangirg shrubs, but the boy penetrated 
the thicket, and, following the curve, found near 
the edge of the stream, but literally in its bed, a 
spring. He cleaned out the dead leaves, twigs and 
other rubbish, and put the spring in “‘ranning or- 
der.’ In so doing he had to thrust his arm almost 
to the elbow into the water. This arm wasina 
swollen and inflamed condition from poison oak, 
and had been so for some time. The next morn- 
ing it was noticed that as much of the arm as had 
been in the water was improved. The change had 
been so sudden thatits relief was attributed to its 
having been so long in the water on the preceding 
day. The boy determined to try a second appli- 
cation of his new remedy, and onthe next morn- 
ing bis arm was well. The boy's fatherthen tried 
the efficacy of the water upon sores which had an- 
noyed him for many weeks, and in a marvelously 
short time was entirely relieved Hethen conclu 
ded to keep secret the locality of the spring, allow- 
ing Do one to go to it but himself, but always keep- 
ing asupply of water at his house. The neighbors 
swarmed to his house to try the magic water- 
Meoy were healed of various _malejésand all 
were eager to. KRiw where the 
spring Was. --xituated. The old man 
kepi-— dis~ secret, however, going under 
Finally he was 
followed to his life-giving fountain. In less than 
24 hours every brier and bramble for many a yard 
around had been beaten down by the feet of men 
and the hoofs of horses. so great was the throng 
coming and going. A ‘basket meeting’ was ap- 
pointed by the Methodist circuit rider, to be heid 
at the spring on a certain Sunday. It isestimated 
that 700 persons were present. The preacher told 
of his wile’s wonderful cure. In cousequence of a 
kick from a cow, one of her legs had been ina 
painful condition for four weeks. Withia 15. min- 
utes after the first application of this water, she 
begen to experience relief from pain, and after 12 
or 15 hours’ treatment the pain was entirely 
gone. This was one of many instances related 
by the preacher to his eager listeners. 
From that day people came from far and uear, 
sc metimes driving thirty or forty miles in a wagon 
and waiting several days for a chance to fill their 
barrels. On Sundays from 300 to 400 persons were 
to be seen on the spot. There is no house within 
half a mile of the spring and no hotel for several 
miles, so the nejghbors, much to their annoyance 
andinconvenience, are frequently obliged to take 
ip the weary sufferers seeking these healing wa- 
ters. The average number of persons visiting the 
spring daily until the bad weather of the winter 
began is estimated at 200. During the winter the 
water bas been hauled at considerable expense to 
various places where ready sale is found for it at 
$5 a case. In fact the demand has been greater 
than the supply, the distance from a railroad 
making a trip considerable of an undertaking. 


He Was a Famous Shotin His Day. 


HAMPTON, S. C., April 8.—There resides not 
far from this place a man who was one of the 
most famous sharpsbooters in the confederate 
service. Hcisa North Carolinian by birth, 
but volunteered in a Charleston company. On 
a battlefield in Virginia part of his breast bone 
and two ribs were shot away, on anothera 
bullet penetrated his arm, leaving it all scarred 
and deformed. Other wounds mark his per- 
sop, and his emaciated frame is bent by disease 
and the hand of time.

Georgia. fic Freight Trains Collide 
Near the -seventh Mile Stone. 
Two freight trains on the Georgia Pacific 
road collided night before last between the 
eighty-eigbth and eighty-ninth milestone. 

The accident resulted in injuries to two men 
and slight wounds to a third. 

The real facts of the colllision and the actual 
damages sustained cannot be ascertained, as 
those who have the information in their po3- 
session udhere to their usual policy and de- 
cline to talk. Enough infermation, however, has 
reached the city to warrant the assertion tha: 
the accident was not-very serious. Thecollision 
was between two regular freight trains, one 
moving east and the other moving west. The 
east bound train was the second section 
of No. 61, regular schedule, while its opposiag 
train was No. 64,and was governed by the 
same schedule. Train No. 61, under command 
of Conductor McDougal, tailed to observe 
the schedule of 64, and when the two trains 
were between the mile stones indicated they 
came together. The trains were both moving 
with fine speed when the collision occarred, 
and the destruction was considerable and wiil 
entail quite a loss upon the railroad company. 
Both engines were considerably damaged. 

The engineers were both hurt, one however, 
slightly. The other one, Mr. Hislop, was cona- 
siderably bruised and scratched about the 
bead, but his injuries are by no means serious. 
Conductor McDougal was cut and bruised 
about the head also, and bled quite profasely. 
The accident was due to McDougal and Ean- 
giveer Hislop. They overlooked the schedule 
under which the opposing train was moving, 
and thus caused the collision. McDougal re- 
alized that the collision was the resuit of his 
carelessness, and before the wrecking train 
with Mr. E. T. Smith, master of trains 
ofthe road, reached the scene of the accident, 
the unlucky conductor had left for Birming- 
ham. Before leaving, however, he wrote out 
his resignation and sent it into the com-

A REPLY TO SMITH. -| 


COLONEL TOWERS TALKS ASOUT 
COLONEL SMITH’'S LETTER. 


He Reiterates the Charges Made Against the Man- 
agement of the Oglethorpe Convict Camps— 
He Brings Up Documents—Aa Talk 
With? Dr. Willie Westmoreland. 


~ Yesterday Colonel J. R. Towers, principal 
keeper of the penitentiary, came down from 
his home in Rome. 

A CONSTITUTION reporter asked him if he 
had seen theletter of Colonel James M. Smith, 
of Oglethorpe county. 

“I did not see it until Tuesday,” answered 
Colonel Towers. ‘‘I have been in Rome dar- 
ing tne high water, looking after my family. 
I saw Colonel Smith's letter Tuesday, and was 
very much surprised at the statements he 
made.” ! 

“Have you anything to say in reply to what 
Coionel Smith says?” — 

“Indeed, I have. I cannot understand, how- 
ever, why he should insist on keeptng the 
matter before the public. The cise was fully 
discussed at the time he was cited to appear 
before.the governor, and nothing new has oc- 
curred that calls for a discussion. Cuvlonel 
Smith's convict camp was fur a loug time ia 
good condition and there was no trouble there 
until it began to run down. As you know, [ 
was not appointed principal keeper of the pea- 
itentiary until the Ist of last July. Prior to 
that time I was assistant keeper and 
my duty was to visit the different convict 
cal] sand inpspectthem. On the 19th of last 
May I made a report to the governor, in which 
I vsed this language: 

“On the 28th of April I visited the camp at 
Wrightsville. Thiscamp isa part of penitentiary 
No. 3, owned by James M, Smith. This visit was 
to investigate the death of a convict, who had 
died very suddenly, and reports 
were circulated that he had _ been 
killed. I found the report had no foundation, and 
it was so declared py a jury of very good meu, after 
holding an inquest. A report of their finding we 
have in this office. The convicts at this camp did 
not look well—looked asif tney had been over- 
worked. I informed Colonel Smiththatif he did 
not stop it,my impression was he would have a gen- 
eral break down and sickness in his camp, which 
he said he would attend toimmediately. Ou May 
4th, I visited Colonel Smith's camp in Oglethorpe 
county. ‘This camp I found in a very bad condition, 
complaint of short rations, and by personal inspec- 
tion I found the punishment had been inflicted in 
a crue] and inhumane manner by the whipping 
boss. The whipping was of snch a character that 
rendered the convicts unable for labora week after 
its infliction. The convicts informed me that they 
were afraid to teli Colonel Smith of it, for fear of 
another whipping. I informed Colonel Smith of 
the cruelty, and he assured methat it should be 
ttopped, and afterinforming Captain Nelms, the 
principal keeper, of the sithation, hea once sus- 
pended the whipping boss, a Mr. Johnson.” | 

DR. WESTMORELAND’S REPORT. 

Dr. Westmoreland made the following report 
of the condition of the Wrightsville camp: 

GovFRNOR H. D. McDANIEL—Sir: I visited the 
convict camp near Wrightsville, a few days ago, 
and regret to have to report the convicis at that 
camp ina very unsatisfactory condition. Out of 
the forty-two convicts in camp, there were last 
week elevenin hospital. Evidently the convicts 
are not properly fed, and are. in my opinion, over- 
worked, and in addition walk six miles or more 
each day, in addition to the fullday’s work. Itind 
that no fresh ineats of any kind have been issued 
tothe convicts in four or tive months. No succu- 
lent vegetable of any kind, or other anti scorbutics 
have been issued to the prisoners for several 
mouths, save one mess oi Irish potatves the week I 
was at camp. I found that no diet was prepared for 
the sick save the aiet daily issued to the weil, not- 
withstanding the fact that the physician in a'tend- 
ance h+d repeatedly urged the great necessity of a 
special diet forthe sick. Several of those in hos- 
pital aresuliering from incipient scurvy. 

The orders of Co'onel Towers in regard to issu- 
ing the proper diet has been entirely ignored, save 
the scant mess of Irish potatoes above alluded to, 
notwithsianding the fact that two weeks or more 
had eJapsed. 

In conversation onthe snbject of feeding with 
one Captain McGuire, who bas entire charge ot the 
camp, he assured me that he knew noth hg of your 
orders aSto the quantity or variety prescribed in 
your orders in regard to feeding convicts. 

Without a radical change in the management of 
this camp, and more particularly a change inthe 
feeding, | precict thatin afew weeks the mortali: 
ty will be alarming Respectfully submitted.

“Did the governor take any action in refer- 
ence to the Wrightsville camp?” 

‘He did not, for the reason that Colonel 
Smith changed his superintendent at that 
camp immediately, and the evil complained of 
was remedied. There was no use in doing 
anything further at that camp.” 

“Tell me about the convicts that were 

whipped. 
. “Atthe Oglethorpe camps I examined three 
convicts that had beenseverely whipped. Not 
one of them was able to work, although they 
were at it. One of them hadaraw place on 
his thigh bigger than my hand. The place 
was as raw as a piece of beef. One of the other 
convicts was not so badly skinned up, but he 
gave evidence that he had been very 
badly whipped. One of them, who 
was a white man, claimed that his jaw was 
broken by a blow from the butt end of a whip 
handle. His jaw was swollen, but I could see 
no evidence that it was. broken. There 
was considerable complaint among the prison- 
ers on account of short rations, and I asked 
the man in charge of the commissary depart- 
ment how much meat he issued. He told me 
he issued thirty ponnds in the morning and 
thirty pounds at dinner. That was to feed all 
the convicts at the camp. I went up to see 
(Colonel Smith, and while I was talking to him 
the dinners came in. He fished up the little 
piece of meat out of one of the buckets, and it 
was easy to see there was not 
half a pound of it, when the 
regulations required three-quarters of a 
pound. He showed me his books and accord- 
ing to them he was issuing sixty pounds of 
meat a day where he ought to have been is- 
suing eighty-two or eighty-three.”’ 

“Was he given a chance to rectify the trou- 
bles?’ 

“Yes, and in two weeks Dr. Westmorland 


' went uptoseeifthe promised reforms had 


heen made. He came home and made re- 


port..” 

The report referred to was as follows: 

Governor H. D. McDaniel—Sir: On the 34 of 
May J thoroughly inspected the convicts and their 
surroubdings at Camp Oglethorpe, and very mach 
regret to have to report thatthe convicts are by no 
means in a satistactory condition. 

I did not confine my inspection to those in hos- 
pitel or sick in prison, but extended it to those at 
work. I found the convicts at work not looking 
welland many complaining. I fonnd fourteen ia 
hospital, or rather on the sick list, as the ho:pital 
will not accommodate halfthat are sick. This, as 
you are apprised, is an unusual condition for this 
camp. From its establishment up to the early 
winter months, it was regarded by theofficers of 
the penitentiary a8 one among the best camps, 
with the convicts generally in a healthy condition 
and presenting a good and healthy appearance. 
Iwas very careful in my investigation of this 
esmnp and its surroundings to determine, if possi- 
ble, with certainty the cause of this unfortunate 
ecbangeinthe condition of the convicts. I feel 
thet Foave solved the problem and do not hesi- 
tate to state that in my opiuion the great cause 
of the present unfortunate condition of the con- 
victs is the failure of Colonel] Smith to have car- 
ried out your general aud special orders in regard 
to feeding the convicts. To specify—the convicts 
bave had no fresh or any other kind of beef since 
the latter part of last fall or the commencement 
ot the winter months. The only fresh meat that 
has been served to them, as I learn, wasa few 
messes of the fifth quarter of the hog, the latter 
yart of December or first of January. 

Secondly, owing to the dry fall and cold winter, 
vegetables have not been as plentiful as hereto- 
fore, apd have not been served toconvicts in quan- 
tities sufficient, during the winter, and for the 
past five or six weeks, as I have been informed, no 
vegetables have been issued to the prisoners. 

n a@dition, the conviets complained to me that 
the food served was not in suffitient quantity. In 
other words, almost every conyict I talked with 
said thatthey did not get enough toeat. I was 
particularly careful in my investigation as to the 
food served at this pre as I was requested by 
Colonel Towers, the assistant keeper, when leav- 
ing for the camp, to carefully investigate this 
‘eature of the camp, as he had issued special or- 
ders as to feeding the convicts and was desirous 
of knowing whether there had been any change 
in this particular. Colonel Towers’s visit to the 
came preceded mine two or three weeks 
and if I mistake not his report ofthe visit is now 
on file in the executive office. I am very sure that 
without 8 radicel change in feeding the convicts at 
‘samp Oglethorpe, the sickness, and I fear mortal- 
ity, will be alarm:ng beforemany weeks, I saw 
several in hospita), and others still at .work who 
were more or less imp with incipient scur- 
vey.

WINTERSVILLE,Ga ,Juue 19,1585 —His Excellency, 
H. D. McDaniel}, Governor: I am im receipt- by 
mail of your order directing me and those having 
charge of the branch camp, located inthis county, 
to appear before you onthe 25th inst. Thetime 
sllowed ne from the reception of your order till 
the day fixed by you fora hearing, is so short that 
I beg of youto extend the time, say a few days 
after the meeting of the general assembly in July. 
1 am at present very busy in trying to arrauge my 
business and farming operations so as to be ready 

meet the  leglistature.

the farm that my absence now 

would entail tpan me even greater losses than 
I] beve already sustained. Iam in hopes I can 
showto you thatthe convicts atthiscamp have 
been fed and treated. and managed as well as the 
law directs. Whatever error, if any, that may 
have been committed, has been against my will 
and wish and against my orders Whenevor 
any bave come to my knowledge I[ have corrected 
them as far as I had the power. I regret very 
much that it beeame necessary for you toissue the 
order, but am glad of an opportunity to appear be- 
fore yon and establish, asf hope te do, thar no 
blame can rightfully be laid upon me.. Since 
Colonel Towers een to me on 
his Jast visit what he ec omsidered 
to be the de‘eat of Johnson's 
“manegements I have given the convicts close at- 
tention, and since Dr Westmorelanad’s visit I have 
made some changes which, I think, are for the 
betters The man whom I had employed for 
yard man was young and inexperienced and nez- 
lected and failed to carry out orders, JT have nota 
man in the yard whom I;think will do. The coo 
I found was not doing his duty for the want of the 
proper attention. My boss nan was inexperieneed 
and more or less ignorant of his duty, and hard for 
metocontrol., Andsol might enumerate many 
other features of the management which could not 
fail to show bad result. It may be asked why 
will T keep men in myemploy whom [ admit to ba 
inefficient’? The answer is, in the country ona farm 
it is one of the most diflicult of tasks to hire suita- 
ble mento guard and boss, and at timesto hire 
anybody, good or bad. I aiways change when I 
find J have a man who does not suit, just as soon as 
Iecan get one whom Tl think is betler. Phis I do 
not know tilll try him. Very often the new guard 
or new boss proves worse than tne old one. soit 
goes Sometimes I can get a very good man 
for reilroading, but he knows nothing abit 
farming. Again I can cet avery good farmer, but he 
knows nothing about managing eonviets. At this 
time the health of the convicts at this camp 1s very 
g00d. Out ofone hundred and ten only two are 
sick with any acute disease, andthey are conveles- 
cant Only one has ever died at this camp since its 
location in eighteen hundred and seventy-nine

with acute disease and he died soon after Dr. West- 


morland’s last visit, with what the physician in 
charge called a relapse of measles. I visited the 
camp yesterday and talked with many of the con- 
victs, and all of whom said thev were getting plen- 
ty toeat. the work required of them was moder- 
ate, and the whipping boss had not inflicted any 
severe punishment on them. You may rest assured 
that I will use my best effort to have the camp re- 
stored to its former good health and humane treat- 
ment, and will endeavorto have the law earried 
out and all order obeyed. Inthe successful man- 
agement of this camp I have my reputation at 
stake and also my jpecuniary interest, and to a 
certain extent the reputation of the penitentiary 
official. To disobey orders, to be self-opinion- 
ated, and to give trouble to tho-ze' in 
authority is no part of my object. 
Whenever I am wronglam more than g'ad to be 
set right. Seclf-interest,if no higher motive, iim- 
pels me to adopt this cuurse. To forfeit the confi-

Colonel Towers said: ‘‘Colonel Smith ap- 
peared before the governor, having with him 
Dr. Carter, the physician ofhiscamp. All the 
officers of the penitentiary were present. Col- 
one] Smith renewed his application for a post- 
porementofthe hearing and made a state- 
ment, and had Dr. Carter also make a state- 
ment of the condition of the convicts at that 
time. Dr. Westmoreland proposed to go to 
the camps and ascertain if any injary would 
result from the postponement, and if the con- 
dition of the convicts had improved. He ac- 
cordingly madea visit and an inspection, and 
on his return reported to the governor very 
decided improvements, stating that the public 
interests would not suffer by a postponement.

“What about the new buildings?” asked the 
reporter.

‘Was he the only leesee evercited before the 
governor?” 

“No. B.G. Lockett & Co. were before the 
governor several times, their superintendents 
and guards were dismissed, and Lockett’s 
south Georgia camp was broken up because of 
disotedience of orders. What I have told you 
apd shown you I think the publicshould know. 
I make the statemente’for the public.as a public 
cficer. Colonel Smith brands the state officers 
as being drunkards, opium eaters and pap- 
suckers. ‘The two first charges require no 
defense from me, for those who know me 
know that they are untrue, and as for holding 
office, 1 do and am proud of my office, and as 
long as I continue to hold it will see that the 
convicts are treated as human beings, and pot 
hke animals.” 

“The case was never tried, because the ob- 
ject in citing Colonel Smith was accomplished 
in the correction of the defects and irrezulari- 
ties which existed at the camp at the time he 
was cited. It was known that hecould be 
cited again when the condition of his cawp re- 
quired it, and he may rest assured that if he 
lets his camp get in the same condition it wa3 
in during the early part of May, 18585, he will 
be cited again. I may say also, that in the 
disposition of thecase Colonel Smith got the 
fnll benefit of his previous good management, 
The public documents which I give you were 
furnished me by tbe governor.”’ 

A TALK WITH DR, WESTMORELAND. 

‘Dr. Westmoreland, who was preseot, was 
ssked if he would say anything for publica- 
tion. He replied: 

“I will only say that Colonel Towers’s 
statements are correct in every particular. 
There was not only no trial, bat Colonel 
‘Towers and myself, by the suggestion of Cap- 
tain English, were perfectly willing to let the 
matter rest, and so stated to the governor and 
the attorneys who were present. I had 
visited the camp and found everything 
greatly improved, and my report received 


from the physician in charge of the camp, | 


was sufficient evidence that everything was 
in good order. Our only object was to cor- 
rect the glaring and unmistakable defects 
which existed in Colonel Smith’s camp at the 
time the complaints were made.” 

“What have you to say about your reports?’ 

‘‘My reports were accurate. They were made 
after most thorough investigation, and a fcer I 
mede every effort to arrive at the real cause 
of the sickness in the camps and the bad con- 
ad tion of the convicts. Had I not reported the 
fuctsas I did, I] would have felt that I was 
derelict in my duty, not only to the governor, 
but to humanity and civilization. As an evi- 
dence that the penitentiary officials were not 
disposed to persecute Colonel Smith. I will say 
that, as soon as the defects at the Wrightsville 
camp were corrected by the appointment of a 
new boss, we werecontented. The Oglethorpe 
camps case had nothing to do with the 
Wrigbtsvillecamp. I say these things that 
the pnblic may know the facts,” 


THE DABNEY CASE. 


Mr. Dabney’s Busioess Within the Postal 

Laws and Regulations of the United States. 

The published reports of the Dabney trial 
failed to include some points of the business Mr. 
Dabney was conducting that throw light upon its 
object and purposes. 

The article published March 30th, 1886, implies 
ibat Mr. M. V. Braud, of Lawrenceville, Ga , had 
compjaintsto make before the court. Mr. Brand 
made aflidavit as follows: ‘All the business nego- 
tiations between me and Mr. T. J. Dabney, as A. 
Waldheim & Co. forthe procurement of a loan of 
money, were conducted according to regnuitar busi- 
ness methods, and I have no chargesto make what- 
ever. M. V. BRAND.’’

It has also been stated that Mr. C. B. LaHatte, 
of Gainesville, Ga., swore before the court that he 
came to Atlanta to see about — a loan of 
money through this source, and could not find A, 
Waldheim & Co. or representative aud asked the 
postmasterifhe knew where thei rbusiness office 
was. The postmaster replied that he did not. Mr. 
LaHatte swore that after he reached Atlanta he 
had forgotten the nuinber of the business office 
that wassenthim. He thought that he had a 
memoranda ofitin his pocket, but, upon looking, 
he discovered he had left it at home; therefore he 
asked the postmasterif he knew where the office 
was, 

The following affidavit shows that there was a 
regular business office at the time: 

ATLANTA, Ga, April 3d, 1886.—In person came 
before me, Mr. E. M. Roberts, of this city, who, 
being duly sworn, testifies that on the Ist day of 
May. 1885, Mr. T. J. Dabney called at my office, 
then No. 10 South Broad street, and rented desk 
room for the purpose of doing a loan brokerage 
business. He gave the name A. Waldheim & Co., 
upon a card, and stated that any mail matter com- 
ingio that address, or any persons calling to see 
that party, that he, the[Ssaid Dabney} represeated 
the name, and was the party that represented that 
business.

The business had been run fortwomonths with- 
out a single complaint from any custome. when 
J.C. Brown, a loan agent at Greensboro, Ga., ap- 
piicd for a loan, and made a cash deposit as a guar- 
euice against apes of perfectiag title papers to 
the property he desired to mortgege. Mr. Brown 
see_t his application and deposit ay 21st, 1535. 
The arrest occurred May 23d, 1885, two days after. 
Previous tothe arrest. a receipt had been mailed 
for the deposit sent, and blank mortgage papers 
were cnroute through the maiis to him, to be filled 
cut, executed and returned. Mr. Brown swore be- 
fore the court that he represented a rich loan 
company “with plenty of money,” and 
that one of his reasons in making the aoplication 
for a loan was that there was a “‘rivalin the field.” 
Brown, by virtue of his own neglect, allowed the 
matter to drop there, and on that acconnt his de- 
posit was returned to him a few days after he had 
septit. The full testimony before the court has not 
as yet been published, but is now brought out. The 
following persons were also witnesses at the trial: 
J. L. Cox, Warrenton, Ga.; C. 8 Reid, Palme.to, 
Ga.; Frank Burnett, J. S. Berjamin, Daniel Pittman, 
Samuel Barnett, Jr., D. P Sonrin Atlanta, and C, 
B. LaHatte, Gainesville, Ga. Mr. C. 8S. Reid, of 
Valmetto, swore that he made a cash deposit to 
cover expenses upon a@ loan application for a client 
of his et Palmetto, and that when the mortgage 
could not he sold, that on the Ist day of May, 18%, 
twenty-two days before the arrest of Dabney, the 
identical check sent by him as a deposit was re- 
turned, and no ebarge made atall. All the other 
witnesses swore that no cash deposit was required 
of them in applying fora loan, and thatin some 
cases loans were obtainedin thie manner through 
Dabney, upon which he received a commission for 
his services. This was proven by the testimony of 
Judge Pittman and Samuel Barnett, Jr. Dabney 
proved tefore the court that he had arrangements 
mede through several sources to selit land mort- 
gages. upon which he wasto receive a commission 
for bis services, and that some of the attorneys he 
worked through required a deposit to cover their 
labor, should a loan fail through defective titles or 
otherwise
